The Lady Who Imitates the Famous Agnes | 
Weston in Work Among the Poor. 


Miss Hedenstrom felt one day a personal 
eall, and became conscious of a new iife’ 
within her.

“T determined never again to go down that 
awful road,’’ she said, “but the Lord had de- 
termined otherwise—I[ went: vain and again.” 
Each time that she preached her audience 
increase in numbers, her hearers grew more 
reverent and attentive and as the work grew 
and its attendant difficulties increased it be- 
came more and more evident to her that this 
was the mission she had been intended to 
fulili—to be a he)p to her countrymen in a 
foreign land. For three years the young 
Swedish woman labored with preaching and 

rayer among the Seandinavian sailors in 

ndon, Then the need of a respertable 
home for them became apparent. ‘i he men 
over and over again had expressed this need 
toher. They toid her they knew not where 
to go to escape from the temptations raging 
around them. After many struegles the 
Scandinavian Temperance Sailors’ Home 
was opened on October 25, 1550, which has 
since been visited by hests of seafaring*men 
to be housed and cared fer. An averi:ge of 
more than one hundred men sit down to four 
substantial meals, and to realize the extent 
of work Miss |iiedenstrom accomplisiies i 
must be remembered that she alone. rules 
over that large household, lays in its pro- 
visions, works.and serves its inmates. 


HE BEARS*IA CHARMED LIFE. 


The Story ofa Man who was not Born to Le 
Drowned, 


There is a sailor on Lake Michigan who 
seems to bear a charmed life.

Though three 
score years and ten, the old man looks a 
giant in health, as heisinstature. His rudy 
face and red nose contrast oddly with his 
gray beard and hair. 
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The Jews of Russia. 


There are three millions of Jews in the 
southern and western sections of Russia.

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THE FIRE WORSHIPPERS. 


The Ancient Tribe of Guebres, Followers of 
Zoroaster, 


The religion of the Grebres is several 
centuries older than Christianity. They are 
followers of Zoroaster, who regarded the sun, 
moon and stars as objects of worstiip, and 
fre as a sacred element to be treated with 
reverence and awe. Wherever they are 
sufficiently. numerous and wealthy, they 
keep a light in their temples sacred fires, 
which are never allowed to become extinet 
from year to year from generation to gener '- 
tion. Priests are employed to keep these 
ever-burning fires aflame by constant at end- 
ance and feeding them with fuel. In Bom- 
bay and other Indian cities, where the 
Guebres (in India they are known as Parsees) 


ere still pumerous and weaithy, the sacred | 


flames are maintained at creat expeute. ‘The 


fires are fed with sandalwood and other! 


fragrant and costly subsiances, and large 
quantities of spices are cast into the flames 
to be consumed. They treat the ever-burning 
fire with the same supersiitious reverence 
that the Hindoos bestow upon their icvols, 
rich Guebres spending their money freely to 
present it with fragrant woods ani spices, 
fhe priests, whose iunction it is to reprenish 
the fires with fuel and see that they are 
never permitted to go out, regard the flame 
aS a very sacred thing. Se much so, that 


they are said to wear a gag over their mouth 
and nosiriis when they approach the sacred ; 


flame, jest they should defile it by eontact 
with human breath. 

One gurious result—which I doubt not 
many people will regard as a good one—of 
the Guebres, reverence for fire, is that none 
oi them indulge in the habit ot smoking to- 
baceo, They may use tobacco as snuff, or 
even chew itif so inclined, but the Guebre 
who should be found with a lighted pipe or 
cigar in his mouth would at once become &n 
object of abhorence to his co-religion‘stc. 
They would regard him with much repug- 
nance, as a person who had want only de- 
filed his own god by putting his representa- 
tive, flre, to an unholy use. Centuries ago, 
when Mohammedanism, the religion of the 
sword, swept over Persia, offering to the oid 
fire-worshiping population the alternative of 
conversion to the new religion or death by 
the sword, all the Guebres that preferred to 
cling to thei¢ own belief and could get away 
fled to India. In the City of Bombay alone 
there me now about.one hundred thousand 
fire-worshipers, eo Dear ong@seventh of the 
whols population, They are the most entcr- 
prising people in India, eoatroHing a large 
share ot the commerce of the enturc country. 
Their business enterprise and ability has 
made thein very weaithy, so much so that 
the present King of Persia, “Nasr-ud-Deen, 
Shaii-in-Shah, Asylum of the Universe,’’ etc.. 
has lately turned his august mind in that di- 
rection, Not long ago he sent a memorial to 
the wealthy Guebres of Lombay, stating how 
muh he loved them, and inviting tnem to 
gather up their riches-and eome back to 
their ancient home. . The Guebres, however, 

not to be caught in any such orienta 
trap as this. ‘They wre now enjoyins happy- 
ness nad prosperity under the British ru:e in 
Inuta, and are too wige and wary ia these 
days to place themseives and their property 
withim reach o: an oriental de-pot, ervey 
though -he.. be so amiable a spreimeu as 
“Asylum ei the Universe.” ~ 
A eurious thing about the few reameining 


- Guebres ia Persia is, that while the reat o: 


the popu.ation about them, both Peeaien aiid 
Armenian, are notoriously dishogess and 
hardly Kuow what it is to tell the wath, they 
are an hoiest and reliable people. As acon- 
sequence of this recognized valuable trait of 
character in the fire worshiping families, 
they are almost always to be found oceupy- 
ing positions of trust. Their chief occupa- 
tion is that of guardians over the private 
property ot wealthy Persians. Thus it would 
almost seem that the last functions of tie 
ancient fire worshipers in Persia was to 
point a moral, to teach us that honesty is 
recognized and appreciated in every part of 
the worid, 


 & Story of Jesse James. 


“Now that I am on the subject of trotting,” 
said Secretary Hall, of Detroit, in the rotunda 
of the Merchant’s, “I am reminded of an in- 
cident that took place in 1875 at the Kansas 
City meeting.
